Most Brutal Murder in 
an Asylum. 


Two Attendants Are Placed 
Under Arrest 


He Was Killed Too Quickly to 
Cover it Up by Old 
Methods. 


Startling Stories Are Promised as 
Soon as the Grand Jury Meets— 
Lunatics Beaten with Lead 
Pipe and Baseball Bats. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) New light was cast today on 
the brutal murder of poor insane Pucik 
in the County Hospital. An obliging 
deputy coroner, who, with an alleged 
packed jury, stood between the .mur- 
derers of Pucik and justice was dis- 
charged today, and Gough and Ander-: 
son are in custody, charged with Pu- 
cik’s murder, practically confessed to 
by themselves. 

Pucik was murdered off hand. Gough 
and Anderson went on duty at 6:30 
o’clock on Friday morning. At 7:30 
o'clock they ed him dead fo the 
superintendent. They killed him too 
quickly to be able to apply the old 
methods, which, with jury-packing to 
rely on, made the murderer safe if too 
many kicks, or if too many knocks, of 
a club or a piece of lead pipe were not 
glven the lunatics at one beating.

Merritt, recently pardoned out of the 
penitentiary, has entered suit for heavy 
damages against the penitentiary com- 
pany.

A MORTAR CARRIAGE. 


Something Novel in That Line of 
Ordnance Machinery. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SANDY HOOK (N. J.,) Aug. 12.—A 
very interesting test of the Spitler 12- 
inch pneumatic mortar carriage has 
been in progress at the proving grounds 
for some time past and it is expected 
to be successfully concluded in a few 
days. The mortar carriage is designed 
to wholly take up the recoil by com- 
pressed air stored in a receiving cylin- 
der attached to the side of the carriage. 
The recoil is always taken up in the line 
of the bore of the gun, so that the strain 
remains the same at any elevation. In 
some mortar carriages the recoil is 
taken up by springs. 

The great advantage claimed for his 
carriage is that it can be fired at any 
elevation from zero or point blank to 
an elevation of 75 deg. The highest ele- 
vation obtained by other mortar car- 
riages being 65 deg. The carriage is 
built on a eircle and weighs about thir- 
ty tons, the mortar weighing about fif- 
teens and can be easily traversed 
around the circle by one man.

The 
road agents compelled them to get out 
of the stage and line up, and, while 
one man stood guard, the other 
searched the passengers and took 
what money and jewelry they had.

man threatened to kill him if he did not 
stop at the first crossing. When he 
stopped the fireman and himself were 
ordered to get off the engine and were 
marched to the express car when he was 
told to order the messenger to open the 
door. The messenger obeyed and the 
big robber entered and handed out a 
shotgun and pistol to the little man 
with the remark, Here is a bouquet 
for you.” He next told of the procession 
through the passenger cars, the fire- 
man holding a sack for:money, into 
which the big robber dropped the prop- 
erty taken from the passengers. 

The witness saw Bogard in a seat in 
He stood opposite 
him, Bogard whispered, “How many?“ 


0 which the witness replied Two.“ 


Then Bogard raised his pistol and shot 


the big robber and jumped into the aisle 


to get a shot at the robber who stood 
behind the messenger with a pistol in 
each hand. The robber was too quick for 


the Sheriff, however, and shot him dead. 


The witness then described the robbers. 
The tall man who was killed wore a 
white mask. The small man was about 
5 ft. 7% in. tall. He was stooped-shoul- 
dered and had long arms and legs. He 
wore a blue mask. The defendant filled 
the description of the small robber, but 
he could not positively identify him. 
J. R. Trayner told how the passengers 
were forced at the point of a pistol to 
one man slow 
about handing out being struck across 


the head with a pistol. 


B. F. Walker of the Perkins & Walker 
Company of San Francisco had leased 
to the defendant on March 24 a bicycle. 
He gave the name of Brady. He re- 
ceived the wheel by express three weeks 
later from the Coroner.of Yuba county. 

T. J. and George Ostrom testified to 
having found the wheel near the scene 
of the hold-up. He gave the machine 
to the Sheriff, who took it to the Coro- 
ner’s office. The seat had been raised 
and looked as if it had been used by a 
long-legged man. 

Brakeman George Summers gave his 
version of the hold-up. When the train 
stopped he heard a shot on the outside. 
Knowing that Sheriff: Bogard was on 
the train he called him. The Sheriff 
shid he would have.some fun with the 
robbers. After Bogard entered th: 
smoker he saw the robbers enter wit 
the trainmen. He saw Bogard shoot 
the big man and heard six more shots. 
- Fireman Nethercoot said that he was 


all shot to pieces. He saw the bodies 


of Bogard and the big robber. He could 
not identify the defendant. He saw 


him shoot at Bogard. He wore a blue

She is to Make a Special Trial for a 
Record. 

(REGULAR ASSOUIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 12.—The Na- 
vy Department has evidently deter- 
mined to ascertain if the Columbia is 
the fastest of American warships and 
has assigned the honor of competition 
to the cruiser Olympia. The Olympia 
will soon go to join the Asiatic squad- 
ron and the department has ordered 
that she shall try to make an ocean rec- 
ora as far as Honolulu, at least, and 
possibly across the Pacific. Local na- 
val officers interpret the order to mean 
that the government wishes to break 
the world’s record made by the Colum- 
bia recently; when an average speed of 
eighteen knots an hour was made 
from Southampton to New York. 

„We believe sincerely that we shall 
beat the record of the Columbia,“ said 
one ot the officers of the Olympia. The 
distance to Honolulu is 2100 miles. We 
ought to make it in four and a half 
days. The Olympia made a fraction 
under twenty knots an hour on her 
trial trip. If she should be kept up to 
a speed of eighteen and a half knots 
an hour, which we believe practicable, 
we should stand off Honolulu in four 
days twelve hours. This would beat

BATTLE OF TH YALU. 


THE FIGHT. 

Two of the Chinese Ships Ran Away 
Without a Shot, bat the Others 


Fought with Great Bravery—The 
Din of the Striking Shells. 


Commander Philo McGiffin, the brave Amer- 
jean officer in charge of the Chinese battle- 
ship Chen Yuen, writes a graphic account of 


Century. As Commander McGiffin was the first 
naval officer belonging to the nations of Euro- 


with modern vessels and guns, his account 
has a value entirely apart from its interest. 
The following is an extract from his article: 
The fleets closed on each other rapidly. My 
crew was silent. The sub-lieutenant in the 
military foretop was taking sextant angles and 
announcing the range, and exhibiting an ap- 
propriate small signal-flag. As each range was 
called the men at the guns would lower the 
sight-bars, each gun captain, lanyard in hand, 
keeping his gun trained on the enemy. 
Through the ventilators coyld be heard the 


of hose were joined up and spouting water, 
so that in case of fire no time need be lost. 
The range was about four miles, and de- 
creasing fast. Six thousand meters!“ Five 
thousand eight hundred! — six hunderd’— 
“five hundred“ Ave hundred!” Five thou- 
sand four hundred. 

The crisis was rapidly approaching. Every 
man’s nerves were in a state of tension, which 
was greatly relieved as a huge cloud of white 
smoke, belching from the Ting Yuen’s star- 
board barbette, the ball.“ Just as the 
projectiles threw ‘up a column of white water 
a little short of the Yoshino a roar from the 
Chen Yuen’s battery seconded the flag-ship’s 
motion. It was exactly 12:20 p.m. The range, 
as found on the Chen Yuen, was 5200 meters; 
on the Ting Yuen it was assumed to be 
5300. On our side the firing now became, 
general from the main . but it was 
about five’ minutes before the Japanese re- 
plied. As they opened fire, the Chinese quick- 
— Hotchkiss and Maxim-Nordenfelt, 3 and 
6-pounders, joined in, and thenceforward the 
conflict was almost incessant. Like ours the 
enemy’s first shots fell short; but with en ex- 
ultant chuckle we noted that a shot from one 
of our 12-inch guns had struck one of the 
Japanese leading ships. 

The bridge of the Chen Yuen, although scme 
thirty feet above the water, was very scon 
soaked, as was, indeed, the entire exposed 
surface on the engaged side, by spray thrown 
up. by by line shots that struck the water a little 
ort. Many of the men at the guns on deck 
were wet through, and indeed the water was 
flung on board with such violence as to sting 
the face and hands like hail. Every one in 
the conning-tower had his ears stopped with 
cotton, yet the din made by projectiles rat- 
tling up against the outside of its 10-inch ar- 
mor was a serious annoyance. 
During .this early part of the engagement, 
the Chinese fleet as a whole kept their indented 
line and preserved intervals fairly well, steam- 
ing at about six knots—the Chao Yung ard 
Yang Wei being still out of station on the ex- 
treme right. The Tsi Yuen, with her faint- 
hearted commander, Fong, had bolted very 
soon after the enemy had opened fire. At 
12:45 we saw this vessel about three miles 
astern on our starboard quarter, heading 
southwest toward Port Arthur. She was fol- 
lowed by a string of Chinese anathemas from 
our men at the guns. She reached Port Ar- 
thur at 2 a.m. next day (seven hours in ad- 
vance of the fleet), spreading there a wild tale 
that we had been overwhelmed by a vast Jap- 
anese armada, etc. 
Upon our arrival, Capt. Fong claimed that 
his entire battery had early been disabled and 
that he had been obliged to run to save his de- 
fenseless ship. But upon an examination of 
his battery by a detail of line and engineer 
Officers, if was found in perfect working or- 
der, except the six-inch stern-chaser—the one 
projectile which struck his ship having passed 
beneath the trunnions, lifting the gun from its 
seat. But this shot had entered from the 
stern, having evidently been received after 
the retreat had n—administered, it would 
seem, as a contemptuous parting kick from 
the enemy. 

Capt. Fong’s outrageous example was at 
once followed by the commander of the Kwan 

ia. whose colirage was scarcely exceeded by 
his knowledge of navigation; for, about mid- 
night, he ran ma reef outside of Ta-Lien- 
Wan, which oh be said was a unaccountable 
mishap, as he had laid his course (in a 100- 
mile run) “to. clear it by one and a Lalf 
miles!’’ is vessel had not been struck at 
all, but some days later was blown up by her 
crew upon the epprogss of some Japanese ves- 
sels. Our force had thus early been reduced to 
eight vessels. 

As the Japanese fleet approached, it steamed 
along our front from left to right, at perhaps 
double our speed, and each vessel thus could 
exchange shots with each of ours in turn. The 
Japanese Principal Squadron kept at closer 
range, upon the whole, than did the Flying 
Squadron. The latter, upon reaching our right 
flank, turned it and poured in a heavy cross- 
fire on the extreme wing, the Chao Yung and 
Yang Wei receiving the most of it. From the 
first these two old-fashioned cruisers were 
doomed. Two passageways in each super- 
structure connected the bow and stern 10-inch 
guns, on the outboard side of each being offi- 
cers’ quarters, etc., and bulk- 
heads being of wood highly varnished and 
oiled. The vessels were early set on fire, and 
the draft down these passageways at once 
turned them into alleys of roaring flame. The 
‘machine-guns overhead were thus rendered 
useless, the deck being untenable, and the 
bow and stern guns were isolated from each 
other and from their magazines.

The Life of the Peach, 


G. N. Sanborn of Sebastopol at 
the July meeting of the State Horticul- 
tural Society in Santa Rosa:) Every or- 
ganic body, whether animal or vegeta- 
ble, has a period of growth, maturity 
and decay, and the duration of the two 
last stages, maturity and decay, have a 
corresponding ratio to the period of 
growth, and conclusively prove that the 
first to mature soonest decays. Let us 
apply this general law and see if what 
we often hear stated, that the peach is 
short-lived, be necessarily true. 

Nearly all of our estimates are based 
on comparison. The horse is termed 
old, while at the same age the youth is 
just entering upon manhood. The peach 
would be termed old when the oak and 
redwood of the same age would be mere 
saplings. 

When the wood that is pruned from a 
tree is not more than replaced the suc- 
ceeding year the tree has reached ma- 
turity and its maximum capacity for 
producing fruit. 

The peach arrives at this stage usu- 
ally in from seven to nine years, while 
many other varieties of fruit will con- 
tinue to grow many years longer, and 
hence we would naturally expect them 
to be longer-lived than the peach. 

While most varieties of fruit are pro- 
duced year after year on the same fruit 
spurs, the peach never produces fruit 
but once on the same wood, and that is 
on the wood growth the preceding year. 
We readily perceive that the peach 
must not only mature a crop ‘of fruit 
each year, but also new wood and fruit 
buds for the next year’s crop. 

The question naturally arises: Does 
this unusual expenditure of energy im- 
pair the vigor and shorten the life of 
the tree? We think it does not; reason- 
able activity has a tendency to promote 
health and thus prolong life. 

ESSENTIALS TO LONGEVITY. 

I will state some of the conditions, 
according to my observation, that the 
peach imperatively demands for a pro- 
longed and profitable life. 

We would select healthy stock grown 
from well-ripened seedling pits, budded 
to a variety not subject to curl leaf, 
and carefully plant with due care with 
regard to the proper depth in well- 
drained sandy or alluvial soil. 

The adaptation of climate must also 
be considered. Some of the best soil 
for the péach is found on the peninsula 
west of Bodega Bay, and yet it would 
be impossible to produce a basketful 
of peaches there onaccountof exposure, 
cold wind and fog. 

The tree should be headed low, not 
above fifteen inches, to protect the 
trunk from the sun. A peach tree 
branched four feet from the ground is 
equally as undesirable as a four-story 
farmhouse. 

Thorough and judicious 8 
year has a tendency to prolong the ae 
of the peach. A tree should never be 
permitted to carry dead wood at any 
stage of its existence, 

We have often been accused of but- 
chering our peach trees while young,

Horseless Carriages. 
(Harper’s 
there was so much interest in these 
horseless carriages that a race was ar- 
ranged between them from Paris to 
Rouen, the first prize to be given to the 
carriage which should excel in speed, 
safety, manageability and economy. 
There were.102 vehicles entered, but be- 
fore the day of the contest this number 
was reduced by withdrawals and dis- 
qualifications to twenty-one. The start- 
ers were of all shapes and sizes, from 
neat victorias to great coaches för eight 
and ten passengers. .The first to finish 
was the Comte de Dion’s steam vehicle, 
a heavy traction engine of some twenty 
five horse-power, drawing a four- seated 
carriage. The next to finish, thirty-five 
minutes later, was a four-seated phae- 
ton, built by the sons of Peugeot Broth- 
ers of Paris, and propelled by a Daimier 


ish were also propelled by this same 
motor. The prize was given to the first 
petroleum motor to finish, and this car- 
riage had covered the distance, eighty 
miles, in 5h. 40m,, including two stops of 
fifteen minutes each. This test was a 
distinct victory for petroleum engines, 
and a special victory for the Dedaniet 
type of engine. 

In these petroleum engines it must 
not be understood that petroleum is 
used as a fuel for the production of 
steam.. The principle is quite different, 
as this Daimler motor.is the utilization 
of gas explosions produced at regular 
intervals. What. bothered the inventive 
minds of those who first experimented 
with this type of engine was the irreg- 
ularity of motion, and the fact that 
when the work to be done was less than 
the normal power of the engine, too 
many explosions occurred, and the ma- 
chine ran too fast. The ‘first of these 
defects was corrected by the introduc- 
tion of a fly-wheel heavy enough to 
take up and earry on all surplus 


explosion. The piston was thus brought 
back by the momentum acquired * the 
fly-wheel to the position in the cylinder, 
where a fresh explosion had the great- 
est propelling effect upon it. The sec- 
and defect mentioned was remedied by 
an ingenious application of the princi- 
ple of the regulation governor, by which 
the gas valve was not opened when the 
speed of the engine exceeded a certain 
limit. Again, the cylinder in which the 
explosions took place became so hot 
after a time that the entire engine was 
likely to be smashed, owing to the ex-

mercially practicable. But it was not 
until about nine years ago that Mr. 
Daimler, a German inventor, found 
that he could make use of the ordinary 
gas engine, with some modifications, as 
a consumer of liquid hydro-carbons’ va- 
riously known as petroleum, naphtha, 
paraffine, or gasoline. The chief change 
was the addition of a small heating 
chamber, into which the liquid fuel 
passed before it entered the cylinder, 
Beneath this chamber a petroleum- 
burner was lighted, and its metal coy- 
ering made so hot that the petroleum 
vaporized as soon as it entered the 
chamber. The freshly prepared gas 
was then in position to explode in the 
cylinder as soon as it.was mixed with 
the air. A small portion of each 
charge was allowed to escape through 
an opening near the top of the cylinder, 
so as to come in contact with the naked 
light which heated the vaporizing 


tomatically regulated by puppet valves, 
which regulated the force and time of 
the explosion. 

Such, on general lines, is the Daimler 
motor which has been used so effect- 
ively in these road tests in France. Af- 
ter seemingly perfecting the motor 
there was much ingenuity required in 
reducing its size, and also in prevent- 


Perfect combustion secured an abate- 
ment of odors, and the size was dimin- 
ished by shortening the stroke of the 
piston-rod and enlarging the cross-see- 
tion of the cylinder. This gave @ 
shorter connecting-rod between the pis- 
ton cross-head and the pin on the fly- 
wheel. In order to gain increased 
power with a shorter stroke, the speed 
of the engine had to be accelerated 
from 120 to 700 revolutions per minute,

The Firat Gun Fired in the Scalpers’ 

Case. 

A complaint, charging Hugh Burns, 
a conductor on the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, with petty larceny, was sworn 
out yesterday by Albert Forman of this 
city, and thus a start was given to a 
case which involves a point so impor- 
tant in railroad matters that it may 
reach the highést court in the United 
States before the question is settled. 

The Knotty point is regarding the 
authority of the conductors of any one 
line of railroad to take up the coupons. 
of tickets reading over connecting lines. 
These tickets are not transferable, the 
conductors on all lines being authorized 
to take up the ticket if presented by 
any ohé other than the proper owner. 
It properly used by the holder, the cou- 
pon only of his particular line is taken 
up by each conductor, the ticket re- 
maining in the possession of the owner 
and good until all the coupons are used. 

In this case, the ticket was issued by 
the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad 
Company, and was yet good over the

dugo, Manuel Verdugo et al., with J. C. 
Scherer et al,, as intervenors.

A few years ago the ship Indian Chief 
was wrecked on Long Sands. The fol- 
lowing description of a night spent in 
the foretop while the ship was aground, 
comes from one of the seamen: 

“After the destruction of the boats I 
took shelter in the forecastle. Just be- 
fore 8 o’clock a tremendous sea swept 
tne decks fore and aft and burst right 
into the forecastle. We all rushed out 
and began to swarm up. the rigging, for 
the prospect before us was truly appall- 
ing. The ship was settling down fast, 
and every sea now swept right over us 
and we saw that very soon there would 
te nothing left but for us to take to the 


rigging. | | 
“T don’t mean to say that I thought 


at this time that there was any chance 


of my life being saved, but a fancy 
prompted me to have a good shirt or 


two on my back; so I put on two new 


shirts and all my shore-going togs. That 
cutting, biting northeast wind pene- 
trated to our very marrow, and by the 
time I got into the top my hands were 
so numbed that I could scarcely feel,

WEALTH LEFT IN TRUST. 


How Far Has the State the Right to 
Interfere with Willis? 
(Current Literature:) How far the 
State has a right to interfere with the 
last will and testament of an individual 
is open to a good deal of doubt; but the 
discussion of it is apt to become more 
and more animated as time goes on. The 
general legal theory is that a man’s 
possessions at the time of his death re- 
vért to the commonwealth, and he has 
within certain limitation the right to 
indicate in what directions his property 
shall be divided. On the strength of 
this the creation of trusts to carry on 
at fortunes is likely to be first at- 
acked. A great many of the very 
wealthy nowadays are apt to leave their 
fortunes in trust, the'larger share being 
left to one child in preference to the 
rest. Such a trust, is in process of for- 
mation in the case of the James G. Fair 
estate in California, as it has been 
formed in the cases of such men as Jay 
Gould, William H. Vanderbilt and oth- 
ers in recent years. The tendencies of

“OPENED UP MONDAY. — 

Sugar Beets in the Santa Ana Val- 
ley—He Had “Snaiks” in His

SANTA ANA, Aug. 12.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The first notes of the big 
water suit case were sounded in open 
court today (Monday) in this city. As 
stated in The Times this morning, the 
case is a very important one, bearing, as 
it does, upon the water rights of sev- 
eral thousand acres of choice land in 
this county over by the foothills. 

An array of legal talent was present 
upon the opening of court. The plain- 
tiffs, William Bathgatet et al.,with their 
attorneys, Hon. Stephen M. White, W. 
T. Kendrick of Los Angeles and Victor 
Montgomery of Santa Ana and the de- 
tendants—the Irvine Ranch Company, 
with their attorneys, Lamme & Wilde, 
of Los Angeles, Garber, Boalt and Bish- 
of San Francisco, and J. G. Scarborough 
of Santa Ana. 

The demand for a jury was with- 
drawn and the taking of evidence was 
begun on the part of the plaintiffs. 
Messrs. Jonathan Watson, J. E. Pleas- 
ants, Jann T. Carpenter, Joel B. Parker 
and Wiliam Sibley, old resident of the 
valley were put on the witness-stand. 
Their testimony extended from ‘Pat’ 
Bowers’s fighting claim way back in the 
sixties to the present time, bringing out 
many intefesting points in the organi- 
zation and development of the John T. 
Carpenter Water Company and other 
water organizations in that portion of 
the valley and hill section af Orange 
‘county...

3 CHINO BILGEWATER. 

Dr. G. A. Rene almost cl the 
chamber of the Board of Supervisors 
today with two magnificent looking 
bottles of water from Chino. It was 
A very small sample of what the people 
between the sugar factory and the 
Santa Ana River are enduring all the 
time, but the Supervisors ‘beat a hasty 
retreat when confronted with the fluid. 

The factory now turns out the im- 
mense quantity of 3,500, Coo gallons of 
waste water every day, which by means 
of the company’s ditch and lower 
Chino Creek, reaches the “anta Ana 
River, at least is supposed to do so. 

t the water is charged with slacked 
lime and the refuse of the hundreds of 
tons ot beets which are worked up in 

ctory every day, and the stench 
nion is distributed along the course 
of the: k, and for a mile or more on 
each side, has forced a long-suffering 
community to call for relief. 

The odor from the waste is described 
as something almost unbearable, and 
Dr. Rene says that it is only a question 
of a short time until some pestilence 
will make its dppearance, and he says 
that the water must be disposed of in 
some way. J 

Dr. Rene cites the law which makes it 
his duty to abate the nuisance if the 

rties who are responsible do not do 
so, after being notified, but he declines 
the contract to abate 3,500,000 gallons of 
waste waters, and referred the matter 
to the Board of Supervisors, giving 
them a little experience with some of 
the stuff by way of emphasis.

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 12.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The dispatch from San 
Francisco, published in the morning 
papers, to the effect that Eastern cap- 
italists have bought 600, 000 acres in the 
Salton basin for $1,500,000 for the pur- 
pose of reclaimi it with water from 
the Colorado River recalls the fact that 
at intervals du year James 
Beatty, manager of the enterprise, has 
filed claims with the county for appro- 
priations of large quantities of water 
from the Colorado River in the county 
near Yuma.

The State 
was represented by Assistant District 
. Crowe. T. C. Naramore, Jr., 

enjamin White, son-in-law of the de- 
etased, and Attorney McDonald, Nara- 
more’s legal advisor, all of Los Ange- 
les, were present. 
W. D. Polcene was the first witness, 
and testified to Caesar Cummings hav- 
ing met him on the street in Riverside, 
Sunday morning, August 4, at about 
4 o'clock. He said he had been look- 
ing for me, and when I asked him what 
was up, he said a man was dead out at 
Naramore’s ranch. I asked him how 
it happened, and he told me he did 
hot know. We then went to the house 
of Deputy Sheriff Dickson,” said the 
witness. 

Deputy Sheriff Dickson testified to 
Polcetie and Caesar Cummings com- 
ing to his house. When 1 asked
